U.S. PRESIDENT 

Duties: The President is the head of state 
of the United States of America and is the 
Chief Executive Officer and Commander 
in Chief of all military forces. The powers 
of the President are described in the Con- 
stitution and federal law. The President 
appoints the members of the Cabinet, 
ambassadors to other nations, and the 
United Nations, Supreme Court Justices, 
and federal judges, subject to Senate 
approval. The President, along with the 
Cabinet and its agencies, is responsible 
for carrying out and enforcing the laws of 
the United States. The President may also 
recommend legislation to the United 
States Congress. 

How elected: Every four years, political 
parties nominate candidates to run for 
President of the United States in a general 
election that is held on the first Tuesday in 
November of years divisible by the num- 
ber four. Although all parties use conven- 
tions to nominate their candidates, in 
most states the Democratic and Repub- 
lican parties also run statewide primary 
elections. The results of the primary influ- 
ence how the delegates to their respec- 
tive party's convention will cast ballots for 
candidates for President. The degree to 
which the result of the primary election 
influences the votes of delegates at con- 



ventions varies from 
state to state.

30, 2012. Completed absentee ballots 
must be received back at the Board of 
Elections by 5 p.m. Friday, Nov. 2, 2012. If 



an emergency arises (unexpected illness 
or business trip) after the Tuesday appli- 
cation deadline, call your county Board of 
Elections for information on emergency 
absentee voting. Proof of emergency may 
be required. Any disabled voter having 
questions regarding the accessibility of a 
polling place should consult their county 
Board of Elections.

Information for write-in voting will be 
available at the polling place. 
ELECTION DAY PROBLEMS 
If your right to vote is challenged at the 
polls on Election Day and the problem 
cannot be resolved at the polling place, 
the judge of elections at the polling place 



should telephone the county Board of 
Elections. The problem could be resolved 
by phone if your name appears on the 
county records. If it does not and you 
want to try to resolve the problem, then 
you can go in person to the county Board 
of Elections where a judge from the Court 
of Common Pleas will be on duty to re- 
solve election problems. Alternatively you 
can ask for and vote by provisional ballot. 
If it is later determined that you were 
eligible to vote your ballot will be counted. 
You will be given instructions on how to 
determine if your vote was counted. 
IDENTIFICATION REQUIREMENTS FOR 
ALL VOTERS 

The PA Courts have delayed full imple- 



mentation of the voter ID law until after 
the Nov. 6 election. Poll workers will still 
ask voters for a photo ID under the former 
first-time voter's law, but no voter will be 
prohibited from voting if they don't have 
one.

Barack Obama: When I took office we 
were losing private sector jobs at a rate of 
nearly 800,000 a month.

Job description: 

The U.S. Constitution prescribes that the 
Senate be composed of two Senators 
from each State (therefore, the Senate 
currently has 100 members) and that a 
Senator must be at least 30 years of age, 
have been a citizen of the United States 
for nine years, and, when elected, be a 
resident of the State from which he or she 
is chosen. A Senator's term of office is six 
years and approximately one-third of the 
total membership of the Senate is elected 
every two years. 

The Senate has several exclusive powers 
not granted to the House, including con- 
senting to treaties, a precondition to their 
ratification consenting or confirming 
appointments of Cabinet secretaries, 
other federal executive officials, military 
officers, regulatory officials, ambassa- 
dors, and other federal uniformed officers, 
as well as trial of federal officials im- 
peached by the House.

Plain English Statement for Referendum 
to Amend Hanover Township Home Rule 
Charter 
Purpose: 

The Charter of Hanover Township requires 
competitive bidding for certain contracts 
$10,000 and higher. In accordance with 
recent similar changes to the First and 
Second Class Township and Borough 
Codes, this amendment would raise that 
amount to $18,500. Further, it requires the 
Township to establish a system to solicit 
and retain multiple price quotes for cer- 
tain contracts more than $10,000 that are 
not subject to competitive bidding. The 
amendment would provide for the fore- 
going dollar amounts to be adjusted an- 
nually by the consumer price index 
through a procedure to be established by 
the Township Council or by the adoption 
of such adjustments established and 
published by the Commonwealth of 
Pennsylvania. 
Limitations: 

The amendment seeks to raise competi- 
tive bidding limitations for certain con- 
tracts $10,000 and higher in line with new 
State laws. The system to solicit and 
retain multiple price quotes for certain 
contracts more than $10,000 that are not 
subject to competitive bidding is also 
limited in the same way as provided in the 
new State laws. 
Effects: 

The Charter amendment brings the Char- 
ter requirements for certain competitive 
bidding contracts $10,000 and higher in 
line with State law. However, the amend- 
ment would provide for the dollar amount 
limitations to be adjusted annually by the 
consumer price index either through a 
procedure to be established by the Town- 
ship Council or by adopting the adjust- 
ments established and published by the 
Commonwealth of Pennsylvania under 
the new State laws.
